House plunges into a second day 
of discussion on the civil rights 
bill today with Southern Demo­ 
crats vowing to do all in their 
power to delay a final vote.

Monday when the House opened 
consideration 
of 
the 
compro­ 
mise legislation House leaders 
said they hoped to reach a final 
vote bv the end of the week, but 
they weren’t optimistic, Numer-1 
ous amendments are pending. 
The bill reached the House 
floor via a new rule which limits 
to 21 days the time the House 
Rules Committee can delay leg­ 
islation approved by other com­ 
mittees. The motion to bypass 
the Rules Committee carried by 
a 200-180 vote, with 180 Demo­ 
crats and 20 Republicans sup­ 
porting it and 75 Democrats and 
105 Republicans against it 
That was sufficient indication 
that more trouble lay ahead, 
since some members who voted 
for 
consideration 
may 
vote 
against 
the 
bill 
if 
it 
isn't 
changed to their liking. 
The most controversial provi­ 
sion is aimed at prohibiting dis­ 
crimination in the sale or rental 
of housing. It is directed pri­ 
marily at real estate agents and 
builders 
and 
wouldn't 
affect 
homeowners 
who have fewer 
than two real estate transac­ 
tions in one year. 
The bill deals also with state 


and federal jury selection, and 
it 
prohibits 
interference 
with 
Negroes trying to vote, go to 
s ’hool. use public transportation 
or take part in legal demonstra­ 
tions. 
Opponents 
started 
dilatory 
tactics by demanding time-con­ 
suming roll calls to keep the 
necessary 100 members in the 
chamber. The roll calls are au­ 
tomatic when attendance drops 
below 100 and a member ob­ 
jects 
Rep. John Bell Williams, D- 
Miss., opened the fight by trying 
to deal the bill a sudden-death 
blow 
Williams, who was disci­ 
plined by House Democrats last 
year for supporting Republican 
Barry Goldwater for president, 
claimed

Judiciary 
Committee report on the bill 
violated a rule that requires 
details of proposed changes in 
existing laws.

war in Korea cou ld n ot be won bu t wou ld hav e 
to be n egotiated to a tru ce, Chin ese troops 
were bearx ig the bru n t of the combat.

When Secretary Freem an predicts m ass fa­ 


min e in the 8 0s u n less u n derdev eloped n ation s 


do more to feed themselv es, he is v oicin g the 
basis Malthu sian theory . He u n dou btedly real­ 
izes this. 


In the simplest form the theory held that 
popu lation alway s wou ld ou tru n the food su p­ 
ply . becau se hu man bein gs in crease in geo­ 
m etrical progression — two, fou r, eight, 16, 
32, 64, 128 an d so on .

of World War II. 
Ev en tu ally , it won 't m atter who the en emy is 
in Viet Nam. 
From the begin n in g, it has been impossible 
to distin gu ish the Sou th Vietn amese from the 
North Vietn amese, or the Viet Con g from either. 
The Chin ese will be taller an d heav ier; that 
will be the on ly differen ce. 
From the other side's poin t of v iew, an Amer­ 
ican is ju st the sam e as the Fren chm en , when 
they were bein g rou ted from In do-Chin a — 
ju st a little taller, a little heav ier bu t otherwise 
a white foreign er in Asia. 


hav e don e in Chin a They wou ld die by the mil­ 
lion s of ill health, as they do in impov erished 
cou n tries. Or. they wou ld strike ou t desperate­ 
ly in qu est of more food, wagin g war to av ert 
starv ation . They wou ld destroy themselv es with 
v iolen ce. 
In an y case, there wou ld be redu ction in the 
n u mber of mou ths to feed. 
Malthu s was a pessimist. He believ ed pov ­ 
erty was man s in escapable lot. He did n ot 
dream of a n ation that someday might pro­ 
du ce more than it cou ld con su me or giv e away ; 
that wou ld bu ild accu m u late su rplu ses. Ev en 
he had. his theory was abou t man kin d as a 
whole, n ot abou t the produ ctiv ity of on e for­ 
tu n ate cou n try . 
The Un ited States is ju st on e fortu n ate cou n ­ 
try — on e ot a few able to produ ce more than 
en ou gh food to meet its daily n eeds. Most of 
the rest of the world goes to bed hu n gry ev ery 
n ight. 


The karate procedu re is to do start a v iolen t 
reaction im mediately an d thereby take the in i­ 
tiativ e away from the assailan t by pu ttin g him 
on the defen siv e.

Un fortu n ately , its n ev er as simple as it is in 
play -actin g, where an assailan t can be felled 
by a swish of the heros han d — apparen tly 
from air pressu re.

Bu t the idea is to giv e the assailan t com­ 
plication s to worry abou t — n ev er to let him 
hav e thin gs his own way . His own way tu rn ed 
ou t to be the m assacre of eight people is the 
Chicago blood-lettin g.

A distin gu ished comm en tator, whose morsels 
of adv ice to presiden ts an d can didates hav e 
been washed down by the breakfast coffee in 
cou n tless American homes, was appalled by 
Presiden t John son 's rather mov in g description in 
his Omaha speech of the lon ely respon sibility 
he carries for the decision in the Viet Nam 
war. 


The Presiden t said that while man y may ad­ 
v ise an d some may con sen t, he is the “on ly 
on e who has been chosen by the people to 
decide.” 


The Presiden t su mmed u p a great con stitu ­ 
tion al tru th in those few words. In the v ast au ­ 
thority v ested in him as chief ex ecu tiv e an d 
comman der-m-chief of the arm ed forces there is 
in heren t n ot on ly the power to in v olv e his cou n ­ 
try in hostilities, bu t also—especially in su ch an 
in stan ce as the bombin g of North Viet Nam— 
to order su ch steps as will in his ju dgm en t win 
a war. 


THAT POWER has scarcely been qu estion ed 
in all the y ears sin ce Washin gton took the oath 
of office in 17 89. Presiden ts hav e ex ercised the 
power con sisten tly n ot on ly to precipitate arm ed 
con flict bu t to restrain an ex cited n ation in 
a 
crisis from plu n gin g u s in to war. 
Jefferson 
imposed a famou s em bargo again st 
the British despite the opposition of American 
tradin g in terests. The w ar that followed later 
was “ Mr. M adison 's W ar.” Becau se the Fed- 
eialist party opposed that war it was shattered 
an d n ev er rev iv ed. 
Presiden t Polk made the decision s which 
m ean t war with Mex ico. Lin coln alon e decided 
to rein force Fort Su mter, 
the decision 
that 
open ed fou r san gu in ary y ears of civ il strife. An d 
Presiden t Tru m an first ordered American resis­ 
tan ce to the Commu n ists in Korea an d then ap­ 
pealed to the Un ited Nation s. 
On ce the cou n try is en gaged in war. the 
Presiden t m akes the decision s of m ajor m ilitary 
strategy . That is what a comman der-in -chief is 
su pposed to do. 


TO SEE HOW INEVITABLE this presiden tial 
power is. let u s con sider what the altern ativ e 
might be. W ars may begin before there is time 
to get Con gress to act. Con gress may n ot be in 
session , as in October. 1962, when Presiden t 
Ken n edy mov ed in the Cu ban crisis. When an 
en emy attacks, qu ick respon se is absolu tely es­ 
sen tial. No on e else can be v ested with su ch 
respon sibility . 
Moreov er, 
fu rther to em barrass 
Presiden t 
John son n ow that he has in ten sified the bomb­ 
in g of military targets in North Viet Nam, the 
com m en tator 
men tion ed 
abov e 
qu otes 
the 
John son speeches in 1964 when he attacked B ar­ 
ry Goldwater. This repu diation of a campaign 
prom ise has ample preceden t, too. In Nov em­ 
ber. 1916. Wilson was elected becau se “ he kept 
u s ou t of w ar.” Fou r mon ths later he asked 
for war. 
FIFTY-ONE YEARS AGO a gifted y ou n g writ­ 


er wrote a whole book which an swers the John ­ 
son critics today . That 1915 book was “ The 
Stakes of Diplomacy .” Its au thor was W alter 
Lippman n . Un der a chapter titled “A Discov ­ 
ery for D em ocrats” he said in part, referrin g 
to the reaction here after the sin kin g of the 
Lu sitan ia: 
“ The respon sibility an d the power, so tre­ 
men dou s that it might decide the world war. so 
far-reachin g that it might alter ou r whole his­ 
tory . tu rn ed for a few dizzy day s on the ju dg­ 
m en t of on e man . Had Mr. Wilson wished w ar 
with German y he cou ld hav e had it. We were 
in his han ds, an d n o amou n t of election s, or 
con stitu tion al reserv ation s abou t the right of 
Con gress to declare war. can alter the fact that 
he real war-makin g power in the Un ited States 
is he Presiden t. . . . 
“ Ou r Presiden ts are elected by v ariou s m ean s; 
the deliberate choice ev en of domestic policies 
play s a sm all part; the choice of foreign pol­ 
icies en ters practically n ot at all. . . . 
“ Tradition al American policy is so v agu e that 
the adm in istration may su bscribe to it an d still 
ao pretty mu ch whatev er it pleases. It is n o 
real check on the power of the Presiden t. In 
reality it is the great bu lwark of his power.” 
As Mr. Lippman n also said in 1915: 
“ The reason why we tru st on e man . rather 
than man y , is becau se on e man can n egotiate 
an a man y can t.” 
On ly on e man can make the military deci­ 
sion s that make n egotiation possible.

Presiden t John son had an opportu n ity in h s 
telev ised n ews con feren ce Wedn esday to speak 
ou t again st the riots en d distu rban ces that hav e 
oeen happen in g in the big cities an d to den ou n ce 
the in stigators of su ch tragic occu rren ces hu t 
he preferred gen eralities an d ex horhd the per> 
pie to be peacefu l. He did n ot heed the pleas 
of those m em bers of Con gress who thin k the 
tim e has come for the Presiden t to recogn ize 
that the ’ dem on stration s" hav e in cited v iolen t- 
in man y parts of the cou n try an d that the civ ,, 
rights mov emen t has gon e to ex tremes. 
In the Presiden t's own Cabin et, the secretary 
of hou sin g an d u rban dev elopmen t has ex cu sed 
the riots in Clev elan d an d said that “ if the 
av erage white American pu t himself ;n the sh'*s 
of the av erage black American , he wou ld be 
ju st as an gry , ju st as pron e to v iolen ce a- 
the Negro is today .”

clared that su ch statem en ts by leaders in the 
adm in istration can on ly ‘ en cou rage the rio-.n g 
an d lootin g which has plagu ed ou r cities for the 
past sev eral mon ths.”

The real difficu lty is that the adm iristrat. n 
has n ot rebu tted v ehemen tly the mistaken con ­ 
ten tion of n u merou s person s that they may er 
gage in “ dem on stration s” an d that, ev en vs hen 
these become riots which the police can n ot : - 
sibly qu ell, it all comes u n der the head of 
“ free speech” or “ freedom of assembly 
This idea has been espou >ed by leaders in 
the civ il rights mov emen t a.s well as by mar.y 
white min isters. They keep on say in g that slu m 
con dition s are bad an d that this is the cau se of 
it all, bu t they refu se to deman d that the ad­ 
min istration adopt stern m easu res to su ppress 
what really amou n ts to a rebellion again -: 
con stitu ted au thority by large segm en ts of the 
popu lation . 
Althou gh n ot ev ery state has as y et ex pe­ 
rien ced riots an d the emergen ce of the mob spir­ 
it. reaction throu ghou t the cou n try is on e of 
growin g disapprov al of the Democratic party — 
which is in con trol of the gov ern men t 
’or fail­ 
u re to speak ou t plain ly again st those who are 
en gin eerin g the disorders. 


THE PRESIDENT, m his n ews con feren ce 
hin ted that there are ou tside in flu en ces—pos­ 
sibly some su bv ersiv e in div idu als — who are 
capitalizin g on the distu rban ces bu t he did 
n ot den ou n ce the whole theory of moblike dem ­ 
on stration s. Nor did he pledge the assistan ce of 
the federal gov ern men t to the local au thori­ 
ties whose police forces are in adequ ate. 
The Ku Klu x Kian . of cou rse, gets plen ty of 
criticism , an d deserv es it. B:’.’.s are bein g in tro­ 
du ced in Con gress to deal with the clan destin e 
activ ities of these grou ps. No su ch proposals, 
howev er, are bein g offered to deter those mem­ 
bers of civ il rights organ ization s who are re­ 
spon sible for mu ch of the v iolen ce that has 
swept so man y cities in the North as well 
as the Sou th. 
Ev ery body in Washin gton kn ows that the ad­ 
min istration is relu ctan t to do an y thin g that 
might alien ate Negro v otes. The Repu blican s 
themselv es hav e for a lon g time n ow betn cou rt­ 
in g the same political bloc, bu t it is begin ­ 
n in g to look as if an ev en larger n u mber of 
v oters is growin g dissatisfied becau se n othin g 
effectiv e is bein g don e to m ain tain law an d 
order. 
The 
v oters 
n ex t 
Nov ember 
will 
probably 
speak their min ds on these issu es. The admin ­ 
istration has n ot been hesitan t to employ its 
powers to eradicate discrim in ation in employ ­ 
men t an d edu cation bu t when the liv es an d 
property of so man y citizen # — both white an d 
colored — are en dan gered, it wou ld seem to 
be discrim in atory to fail to u se the federal 
police power to assu re all citizen s that they will 
get “ equ al protection of the law s.”

U.S. Makes 70 Pools 
Available to 
Big Cities 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Needy youngsters soon will he 
splashing in 70 ^wimminp pools 
at military b ases across the na­ 
tion. 
The Pentagon has agreed to 
share the pools under a crash 
effort b y the federal gov ern­ 
ment to help cool off major met­ 
ropolitan areas. 
The Defence Department was 
enlisted ir the new program b y 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity, which handles the gov ­ 
ernm ent’s antipov erty program. 
The OEO said sev eral cities 
were seeking additional recrea­ 
tional facilities "on an emergen­ 
cy b asis immediately ’’ 
An OEO spokesman declined 
to say whether the campaign — 
also aimed at prov iding pub lic 
and 
priv ate 
pools 
and 
ev en 
sprinklers for fire hydrants — 
was calculated in part to ease 
racial tensions in some areas. 
A memorandum sent b y Sar- 
354 gent Shriv er, director of the 
37 
antipov erty program, to OEO 
344 regional offices, said: “ In case 
524 of pub lic inquiry, it should b e 
624 emphasized that this is an ex­ 
pansion of OEO summer pro­ 
gram efforts and it seeks to b e 
responsiv e to the needs of com­ 
munities.” 
The potential use of pools at 
40 military installations in 15 
states was one of four approach­ 
es toward assisting what the 
OEO called "target area resi­ 
dents.” These 
selected 
areas 
include 35 major cities. 
Arrangements 
are 
b eing 
m ade to prov ide insurance for 
youngsters who swim in the mil­ 
itary pools, a spokesman said. 
Pools paid for b y dues at offi­ 
cers club s are excluded from 
the program. 
The OEO memorandum to its 
regional offices said community 
action agency officials should 
work with local b ase command­ 
ers 
in 
arranging 
swimming 
schedules, 
appropriate shower 
and 
clothes-changing facilities 
and transportation. 
The OEO also told its regional 
offices: 
E xtra pov erty funds can b e 
prov ided 
to local 
community 
action directors to extend the 
operating hours of pub lic pools. 
Surplus funds also maye b e us­ 
ed to defray reasonab le b us 
transportation expenses to and 
from pools. 
"Efforts also should b e made 
to secure periodic use of neigh­ 
b orhood 
or 
other 
priv ately 
owned pools as a pub lic serv ­ 
ice,” the agency said. 
OEO may also make av ailab le 
funds to purchase fire-hydrant 
sprinklers, one method of im­ 
prov ising 
recreation 
in areas

Laundry costs was th e sub­ 
ject of two recent studies—an 
Oh io survey by th e Oh io 
R e -; 
search and Development Cen­ 
ter, and a Wash ington, D. C„ 
survey by th e 
United 
States i 
D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
As migh t be expected, th e 
cost of laundrying at h ome de­ 
creases as th e num ber of loads 
increase. Th at is, th e initial in­ 
vestm ent in equipment is less I 
per load as more loads 
are 
done. It is interesting 
to note 
th at families wh o did use laun­ 
drom ats for a period of time 
tended to decrease th e number 
of loads of cloth ing wash ed. 
Th is would seem typical wh en 
ch anging from h ome laundry­ 
ing 
to 
paying cold cash for 
each load at a laundromat. 
Th e cost of using a laundro­ 
m at was 57 cents per load in 
th e Wash ington study 
and 
67 
cents per load in th e Oh io sur­ 
vey. Th is does not include th e 
cost of transportation 
to 
th e 
laundrom at wh ich would 
vary 
considerably. However, it must 
be included in your cost esti­ 
m ates. Th e figures do include 
costs for wash ing, drying, and 
approxim ately 12 cents per load 
for detergent and disinfectant. 
Th e average cost for 
h ome 
laundering for a family of five, 
based on five loads per week, 
was about $ 2 per week. 
Th is 
included th e cost of equipm<^t 
wh ich , of course, migh t vary. 
Th e family with a dryer h ad 
a sligh tly h igh er weekly 
cost 
th an average and th ose with ­ 
out a dryer 
were 
somewh at 
less th an average. 
Th e 
cost 
was less th an h alf th e average 
for th ose families using a con­ 
ventional wash er — not auto­ 
m atic and no dryer. 
Wh en everyth ing was sent to 
a com m ercial laundry, th e cost 
was six times as much as do­ 
ing it at h ome. Wh en part was 
sent to a comm ercial laundry, 
and part was done at h ome, 
th e average cost was $ 4 80 a 
week. 
Alth ough th e cost' is greater, 
some families may find 
com­ 
m ercial laundries or laundro­ 
m ats less expensive for th em 
in term s of time and 
labor.
